Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1, 2 and 4-6 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claims are allowable 
because the prior art does not teach or suggest a recording medium having two recording layers 
having tracks thereon where the track direction of the first recording layer is opposite that of the 
second recording layer, and where one layer has a focus area and the other layer has an area facing 
the focus area which has either a Ught absorbing or light scattering material thereon. The closest 
prior art, of record, shows that it is known to have two recording layers with opposite track 
directions and that it is known to have lead-in focus areas. However, the prior art does not disclose 
a lead-in focus area having a facing area with a Ught absorbing or scattering material thereon.
